i Charles Dickens, the most popular and perhaps the 
| greatest of English novelists, was born on Feb 7, 1812 at 
| Portsmouth. His father, John Dickens; was a clerk in 
| a Navy Pay Office and all through his lifea man of 
|. wavering. and unstable status—partly by his misfortunes 
| and partly by his faults. In 1814 the household moved 
| for a short time to London and then for a longer time 
| to Chatham. Here he had leisure to learn a little from 
i books—a random heap of old novels like Roderick 
Ñ Robinhood Crusoe, Tom Jones and the Vicar 
of Wakefield. 


When he was nine yeats old the family once more 
moved over to London. Here John Dickens fell heavily 
into debt. For sometime he continued changing his 
| private address, but at last landed himself in the Debt- 
| tors Prison of the Marshalsea, His wife, the mother of 
eight children of whom Charles was the second,encamped. 
` desolately in Camden Town. After helping his mother

forth to earn his own living by tying and labelling pots

Charles Dickens published very little before he reached 
his twenty second year. From December 1833 he began | 
to contribute ‘descriptive fanciful’ articles to various } 
papers and magazines and some of them were published 
in a vclume entitled ‘Sketches by Boz’. In 1836 Dickens | 
married and a year later he published his ‘Pickwick | 
Papers’, the novel which brought his fame. His ‘Oliver 
Twist’ appeared in 1838, ‘Nicholas Nickleby’ in 1839 
and ‘Barnby Rudge’ in 1841, In 1842, he went on his 
first American tour and after his return published several 
books—American Notes, 1842; Martin Chuzzleust, 1843, | 
David Copperfield, 1849; Black House, 1852: Hard times | 
1854; Little Dorrit, 1854, Tale of Two Cities, 1859; Great. 
Expectations, 1861; and his. last work Edwin Drood! 
remained unfinished. Dickens died in the year 1870.) 
His books were most widely read in the Victorian Age |

Much of 
the khowledge concerning child labour given in his books, 
Dickens had first hand; he himself had been at the age 
of ten forced by family circumstances to work in a ware- 
house. It has been pointed out by several admirers of 
Dickens that little David Copperfield is only an idealised

The ` 
children worked from morning till night, were insuffici- ` 
ently and unsatisfactorily fed, and many good boys, ` 
owing to these hard conditions became little robbers and ` 
vagabonds. A little kindness shown to them would have ` 
done much, but that kindness was never shown. 


Some students of Dickens have identified “Salem 
House' with the Wellington Academy where Dickens 
had studied for a time, when he got the opportunity of ` 
doing so. During the Victorian Age there were several 
schools in England which had not emerged out of 
their old barbarous ways. ‘Salem House’ where David ` 
Copperfield studied, a little over one term, was a typical 
‘school of that type. ` The main emphasis in such insti- 
tutions-had been on a mistaken idea of firmness; firmness. 

"which sometimes passed all limits and became sheer 
cruelty. Boys were bullied and beat with and without 
reason, often without than with, and no pity whatever - 
was shown to children. In such schools life wasa 
daily drudgery Type. of schools like Dr. Strong's where 
children were treated courteously and kindly and where 
an appeal to their sense of honour and good faith was 
made, жеге :уегу rare at this time in England.

Dickens had undergone certain unforgetable experien- 
ces in the early part 01 kis life. That was the most 
humiliating phase of his life; it had brought him into 
close touch with dirt, Squlidness and poverty 
and contributed very much to the development of his 
personality, The hardships of his youth in later years 
Was a source of inspiration to him and made Dickens turn 
his work ‘into a gospel of humanitarianism) With 
Carlyle, Dickens launched into a philanthropic crusade, 
showed up all the evils of society, and *prepared those 
fits of moral compunction from which reforms have 
sprung.” To sum up 'Dickens has stimulated the 
пайопа! sensibility which was slowly wasting away Ш 
the dry atmosphere of utilitarian age; he has re-established 
balance and a more wholesome order in ihe proport- 
tionate values ofthe motives of life. The gospel that 
Dickens preached was the gospel of active charity and 
he has contributed a good deal to the weakning of settled 
selfishness not only in individual but also in nations, 
Viewed‘from this angle, Charles Dickens - occupies à 
supreme place in the Idealistic Reaction of the 
Victorian Era,

Ans. Dickens in his David Copperfield depicts 4 
pictüre of England.at her very best; a picture of England 
which he always-likes to contemplate.

‘ As he does with:scenes, so he does with characters 
also. He selects whatever is very best in characters. 
He singles out the features of genial -humanity and 
organises them into a whole’. Dickens has a special. 
"likeing for the peculiarities in character and a special 
taste for ‘eccentric oddities of Miss Trotwood's type. | 
Dickens is fully at home only with the lower and lower- 
middle classes. Their welfare is his immediate concern 
and the noblest aspiration of his soul. With an expansive 
heart he understands the joys and sorrows of these 
people, and by the force of satirical appeal he tries to 
make others also understand the joys and sorrows of 
these people. Dickens on the whole places before us 
quite a lively picture of Victorian England, but 
it is an England full of faults too, and an England 
where her children labour away in factories, an England 
where the educational methods. followed are still barbaric, 
an England where men of Micawber's stamp despite their ` 
attainments, cannot keep themselves out of prision. But | 
the only consolation is thatside by side with children 
slaving in factories, boys bullied in schools, and genial 
ouls shut ;up in prison, we have also our devoted 
Peggottys and Barkises and other people ‘with hearts as 
gold and true as steel’ 


- The landscape which. Dickens paints with profusion, 
adds to the general effect, The picture of the working class 
people which Dickens paints is the picture cf the working 
class people in ancient cities and the agricultural districts ` 
of the South. during the years 1825 ог 1830. The picture ` 
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that he gives is not of the industrial England of his 
days, but the agricultural England of the past, and in 
this instictive preference for the past, Dickens is said to 
be a reactionary. The customs and habits that he 
describes are mainly those of the past and there- 
fore savour something of the archaic. The mind of 
Dickens has not been very much influenced by the 
epoch of machinery. Railways will never be anything 
else'than a sensational wonder to Dickens; it is by the 
tinkling of stage coach bells that his imagination is 
wakened into Spontaneous play.
